That troops will be 
pent, there is no aouht. It would be the 
acme of folly to ^eiid the prisoners to ('<ir- 
ter County, with any expectation of their 
reaching their destination rHvp, without 
armed protection. (lovernor I'l ickhiirn 
liaH expressed his intention nend a 
j strong force of State nii]ltia,and there may 
j !)(> 1 ,r)(K) soldiers aent as an escort with the 
I prisoners. 

j Various reports come from Asliland as 
j to the ret e|)iion that will be given the 

troo|>8. Some people aswert tiiat there 

will be no opposition whatev»'r. Others 
[declare there ia a settled determination 

that Neal and Craft must die by violence, 
laud the tlircat is extende(l to Major John 
I U. Allen, who, it is said, they will Icill by 
I bushwhaclting or by shooting him from 

the houses. 

I It was stated Rome time ago that parties 
had purchaseii guns tor the Ashland sec- 
tion ill Cincinnati. .K gentleman from 
Lexiujjtou was in Cincinnati recently and 
was taken to a dealer in tire-arms, who 
tfiowe<l him a receipted bill for 2dOi^pring- 
fleld rifles sent to a party in Boyd county. 
Tliis atory in ccmfirmed by the fact that 
recently guns of this pattern liave been 
introduced into many houi^es through out 
Carter and Boyd counlies, and the country 
men can use these weapons with a profi- 
ciency that is marvelous. One man saw 
some mountain boys shooting rabbits witli 
tiiese guns and he .says they would kuocic 
them over at 76 and 100 yards every shot. 
In additiim to this there is hardly a moui.t 
aineer >\bo iloes not have a big revolver. 
Some have very good shot-iruns, and every 
home has an old-fashioiieil stpiirrt'l rifle. 

The fact tliat niany of these people were 
soldiers in tlie war is also mentioned. 
They have been uutler tire and do not 
km»w what fear is under any circumstances. 
jlTie young men who were not in tike ariny 
are cool, brave fellows, who like their 
fathers, when they make up their minds 
to do soniel liing desperate, cannot be dc 
j terred l)y anv means. If the sentiment 
I attributed to these people is correct, there

We believe that a 
mistake was made in hanging KIlis, he- 
cause, witlntut his testimony it will he 
impossil.le to convict the prisoners." 

" What if they sliouM call upon the 
Sheriff after a«'<p'iittal for proteciion, and 
lie should invoke tbe military tu aid in 
defending them from attack ?" 

"An attempt would certainly l)e made 
to Uike them from the troops anyhow, re- 
gardless of consequences. Our citizens 
feel that thev will be prepured to avenge 



seriou'^ly wmnd Major Allen, then a de- 
moralization of the troops will follow, and 
it will be an easy nnitter to rescue Neal 
and Crnft and hang them. The citizens 
entertain a most bitter initred against Al- 
len, and (iov. Itlackhurn's expressetl de 
termination to again 8en<l that ofTicer in 
command of tbe tnilitary has intensified 
the feeling, if anythinir. ' 

"Should Judge Brown fail to call for 
troops, do you think the sheriff and posse 
would be snilit ieut to protect the prison- 
ers during the trial 7" 

"No, sir. The latter would be hung 
before they reached Grayson." 

" Will the military be attacked before 
thev reach Grayson or during the trial ?" 

"Thiit is H matter to he iletermined vet. 
liut my impressiim is that nothing will be 
attetnpted until Neal and Craft are either 
acquitted or there is a hung j'iry. We 
know there is not sutficient evidence to 
convict them, but we are firmly convinced 
thev are guiltv, and it is deteririined tliey 
shall never leave Carter county alive. Of 
l ourse tbe people of that county are op- 
posed to mob violence and will attempt to 
prevent it, but they will be powerless." 

These statements coming from a gentle- 
man wiio resides in Astilund and has hud 
an opportunity of knowing the feelings of 
the people there, ar(> worthy of considera- 
tion, lie was interviewed before the late 
''war" at Ashland, and expressed the 
same feeling relative to that attack which 
be does to the present approachipg trial.

In thegeo- 
iiraphical ar«'a c ivered l>y this anti-cyclone 
it will compare w it h i le- i^reai "'col d wave" 
of .'"Liberia.

A New Dish Worth Trylnf .

T^e out the oysters and chop them, and, 
if necessary make it thick, add a little flour 
to the sauce, put the oysters in and set 
the laacepan in which tliey are on the 
back part of the stova. Beat your eggs 
until very light, and add to them two 
tablespoonfuls af cream or rich milk; fry 
in a well buttered frying-pan. When 
done remove to a hot platter or a deep 
.|>la(e and pour the oyster-aauce over it.
